The firmness with which they ha ve in­

They were ooufi- 
deut he ha d ma de no a ttempt to enter 
the ha rbor. 
It 1 8 believed now, however, with 
da mpsou in the field a nd in comma nd 
off Sa ntia go, with a n a ugmented foree 
tha t interesting events ma y be looked 
for. These a re expected, too, notwith­ 
sta nding the fa ct tha t no troops ha ve 
yet sta rted from Ta mpa , a s wa s esta b­ 
lished by inquiry a t the wa r dejMurt- 
meut. The insurgents a re known to be 
in force in the neighborhood of Sa n­ 
tia go, a nd through Ca pta in Dorst, the 
wa r depa rtment not only ha s been in 
communica tion with them, but ha s sup­ 
plied them fully with good wea pons 
a nd a n a bunda nce of a mmunition. 
The hea dqua rters of the best of the 
Cuba n genera ls, Ga rcia , a re dista nt 
from Sa ntia go only a bout 75 miles, so 
tha t it is possible Sa mpson feels strong 
enough with their support to bt^gin the 
a ssa ult by sea upon the doomed Spa n­ 
ish fleet a nd forts, without a wa iting 
the a rriva l of the United Sta tes troops 
from Ta mpa .

yesterda y a ll went to support this be­ 
lief, so there is some grounrt for the ex­ 
pecta tion of the officia ls tha t importa nt 
informa tion ma y be expected shortly. 
The Spa nish government ha s ma a e a 
protest to the British a uthorities a ga inst 
the shipping of Ca na dia n coa l from Brit­ 
ish North America to Sa n Fra ncisco for 
the relief of the ships of Admira l Dew­ 
ey’s fleet a t Ma nila a nd a lso a ga inst the 
shipping of coa l from Nova Scotia to 
Atla ntic ports for use by United Sta tes 
wa rships opera ting in the West Indies. 
It is understood, however, tha t Spa in’s 
protest ha s not proved of a ny a va il. 
J he subject wa s referred to the Ca ua - 
uia n a uthorities, who, upon investiga ­ 
tion, lea rned tha t the coa l shipments, 
wth from British North America a nd 
tioin Nova Scotia , were in tha ordina ry 
coursi- of commercia l tra nsa ction. They

Whether the coa l iuosequently pa ssed

The Ma ssa chusetts led.

ya rds a grea t cloud of white a nd yellow 
smoke burst from the two 13-inch guns 
m her a fter turret a nd’two shells rose 
over the hill, one of them striking the 
Spa nish fla gship Cristoba l Colon full 
a nd fa ir a s she la y a t her a nchora ge a nd 
the other fa lling close a longside. 
The two guns on the forwa rd turret 
were then fired, a nd their shell in ex­ 
ploding threw up grea t jets of spra v 
close to the Colon. 
All the shore ba tteries took up the 
cha llenge a nd bega n a ra pid fire on the 
Ma ssa chusetts. 
But 
wa s soon be­ 
yond their ra nge, a nd the ba tteries 
thereupon turned their guns on the 
New Orlea ns. This cruiser ha d been 
directed to pa y a ttention to the ba tter­ 
ies a nd to dra w their fire a s much a s 
possible, a nd she obeyed her instruc­ 
tions. 
Her first shot loca ted a la rge ba ttery 
on the hill a bove the aMo it o . It flew 
stra ight into the fort a nd must ha ve 
ca used much da ma ge, a s a groa t cloud 
of dust a nd debris rose a s a shell burst. 
A couple more shots sent pa rt of the 
wa lls of Morro flying into the a ir a nd 
then the New Orlea ns confined herself 
to the ba tteries, her fire being ra pid a nd 
extremely a ccura te. 
The Iowa ca me next a nd like the 
Ma ssa chusetts devoted her a ttention to 
the ships lying within the ha rbor. 
Her 
12-inch shells ma de the wa ter fly a ll 
a round tha t jsirt of the ha rbor in which 
the Cristoba l Colon la y. The la tter, 
however, wa s not seriously da ma ged, 
a nd kept up her fire until long a fter the 
Ameri(3a n ships stea med out of ra nge. 
After the Vixen lia d pa ssed the forts, 
the Ma ssa chustitts turned a ga in to the 
westwa rd, followed by the other ships 
in the sa me order with the exception of 
the Vixen. 
After the Ma ssa chusetts ha d pa sse<l 
the point where she could fire into the 
ha rtor with a dva nta ge, she turned to 
the open sea , the other vessels following 
her. Tha t fight wa s over a s fa r a s the 
America ns were concerned. 
Spa nish honor, however, dema nded 
tha t some further destruction of gun­ 
powder be ma de, a nd the shins boomed 
a nd the ba tteries roa red long a fter the 
America n vessids were entirely out of 
ra nge 
It is likely tha t the la tter pa rt of the 
week will see more serious work. The 
dyna mite cruiser Vesuvius is coming 
a nd a u a ttempt will be ma de by her to 
explode the tripl e row of mines ex­ 
tending a cross the ha rbor mouth. With 
these out of 
the wa y. Commodore 
Schley will likely sa il into the ha rbor 
for a dea th gra pple with the fleets a nd 
ba tteries.

Cape Hatikn, Haiti, June S.—No di­ 
rect news was received here yesterday 
from Santiago de Cuba except a reitera­ 
tion of the reports of the dreadful des­ 
titution of the inhabitants there. 
It is said that now even the officials 
are unable to procure a normal supply 
of food. 
W ashington, June 8.—It was plainly 
noticeable at the navy department yes­ 
terday that the officials were expecting 
news of the first importance, but that 
they did not look for it immediately. 
The firmness with which they have in­ 
sisted that Schley oould have had no 
general engagement with the Spanish 
forces, ships and forts at Santiago, as 
was reported, appeared to be based on a 
full knowledge of the plans under which 
the commodore is acting, and the great­ 
est concession that they would make 
towards admitting that a fight had 
taken place there Tuesday was to say 
that possibly Schley had detected some 
earthworks going up and had razed 
them with his shells. 
They were confi­

But she was soon be­ 
yond their range, and the batteries 
thereupon turned their guns on the 
New Orleans. This cruiser had been 
directed to pay attention to the batter­ 
ies and to draw their fire as much as 
possible, and she obeyed her instruc­ 
tions. 
Her first shot located a large battery 
on the hill above the Morro. It flew 
straight into the fort and must have 
caused much damage, as a great cloud 
of dust and debris rose as a shell burst. 
A couple more shots sent part of the 
walls of Morro flying into the air and 
then the New Orleans confined herself 
to the batteries, her fire being rapid and 
extremely accurate. 
The Iowa came next and like the 
Massachusetts devoted her attention to 
tho ships lying within the harbor. 
Her 
12-inch shells made the water fly all 
around that part of the harbor in which 
the Cristobal Colon lay. The latter, 
however, was not seriously damaged, 
aud kept up her fire until long after the 
American ships steamed out of range. 
After the Vixen had passed the forts, 
the Massachusetts turned again to the 
westward, followed by the other ships 
in the same order with the exception of 
the Vixen. 
After the Massachusetts had passed 
the point where she oould fire into the 
harbor with advantage, she turned to 
the open sea. the other vessels following 
her. Thai fight was over as far as the 
Americans were concerned. 
Spanish honor, however, demanded 
that some further destruction of gun­ 
powder be made, and the shins boomed 
and the batteries roared long after the 
American vessels were entirely out of 
range 
It is likely that the latter part of the 
week will see more serious work. The 
dynamite cruiser Vesuvius is coming 
and an attempt will be made by her to 
explode the tripl e row of mines ex­ 
tending across the harbor mouth. With 
these out of 
the way, Commodore 
Schley will likely sail into the harbor 
for a death grapple with the fleets and 
batteries.
